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To Avoid Long Rezoning Process

At their regular meeting Octo- 
ber 8, Greenbelt City 
Councilmembers spoke strongly 
and at length before voting to 
oppose special county legislation 
that would allow Capitol Cadillac 
to expand its business on adjacent 
property it would lease from the 
State. Present and speaking for 
the dealership was attorney Andre 
Gingles. 

Councilmembers had held a 
work session with Capitol 
Cadillac in June but said they did 
not anticipate the dealership 
would subsequently try to make 
an “end run” by getting special 
legislation passed to bypass nec- 
essary rezoning. “I am appalled 
by your trailer with a big sign on 
it,’ Mayor Judith Davis said. “T 
kept thinking, was this the result 
of our work session?” 

Gingles replied, “We revised 
our site plan and made it clear 
we wanted you to review what 
we were proposing to do; we’re 
prepared to do still another revi- 
sion.” Davis continued, “You 


are using that trailer for advertis- 
ing. It angered me.” 

Gingles pointed out that the 
process does not require action 
by the council until the last 
Thursday before Thanksgiving. 
He noted that Capital Cadillac 
had requested a meeting on the 
revised site plan. — 


said there was “not much con- 
tent” at the earlier work session, 
which he felt was “clearly a 
courtesy meeting.” He added, “I 
don’t think we gave any indica- 
tion that this was going to go 
anywhere.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said, “What we have here is 
a slam-dunk process. This pro- 
cess is a Slap in the face of the 
citizens and is unfair to the busi- 
nesses that have to wait a long 
time for zoning,” City Attorney 
Robert Manzi had explained that 
the legislation proposed by the 
dealership “is the fastest way to 
go,” and that if Capitol Cadillac 
began the normal process in- 
volved in a rezoning case, “it 
probably would not get heard un- 
til June of next year.”

World Premiere to Play

Belongings, a new play by 
Daniel Fenton, will have its 
world premiere at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center from Friday, October 
26 to Saturday, November 17. 
Belongings is the heartwarming 
story of Katy, age 14, as she con- 
spires with 10 year old sister, 
“Jimmie” to prevent an estate sale 
of her grandmother’s belongings. 
It is a story of family, reconcili- 
ation and love. 

Directed by Nick DaPrato, 
who directed Vanities for The- 
atre7 in Laurel, Belongings has 
an ensemble cast featuring Fran 
Calhoon, Rebecca Flynt, Kim Ha, 
Joan Jacobs, and Tiana Kenny. 
“These actors have become a 
family of their own during the 
rehearsal process,” says DaPrato, 
whose training includes a degree 
in theater from Butler University. 
“It has been wonderful watching 
them inhabit the characters they 
are portraying.” 

On October 26 and 27, the 
playwright will join the director 
and cast for a postplay talk-back 
discussion with the audience. 
Opening weekend audiences will 
also be treated to a reception to 
celebrate the world premiere. 

Inspiration 

Dan Fenton reports that his in- 
spiration for Belongings hap- 
pened a few years ago when he 
and his wife attended an estate 
sale. They felt uncomfortable in 
the midst of the woman’s posses- 


sions, and almost immediately 
began reflecting on what her life 
may have been like. As he began 
to write about the experience, he 
sought to touch on universal 
truths. “We all face loss,’ Fenton 
says. “We learn about healing 
and forgiveness, and the wisdom 
of age. And we learn in our ba- 
sic human desire to touch other 
lives that we often fall miserably 
short of our expectations..Hope is 
what gets us through.” 


DaPrato echoes those senti- 


ments. “Belongings is a wonder- 
ful story about family. It is about 
hope. I think it is what keeps us 
facing another day.” DaPrato 
adds, “When we began working 
on this project six months ago, 
we had no idea how events in 
the world would help underscore 
the play’s powerful message of 
family and love.” 

Belongings will also feature 
original music composed by 
Renee Battle. This Indianapolis 
native is a friend to both the 
playwright and the director. She 
has composed music since the 
age of six, and for Belongings 
has developed themes for each of 
the characters. Music will also 
be featured during the intermis- 
sion and scene changes. 

Belongings will run Friday 
and Saturday evenings from Oc- 
tober 26 to November 17 with 
Sunday matinees on November 4 
and 11.

Greenbelt Pioneer 
John D. Martone 


Greenbelt Pioneer John 
Domenico Martone, 70, of 
Mechanicsville, died of cancer on 
October 15, 2001. 

Born April 4, 1931, in New 
York City, he was the only child 
of the late Anne and John 
Martone. In 1938, he moved 
with his family to 13-U Ridge 
Road. In all, he lived at seven 
different addresses in Greenbelt. 
The family were members of 
Greenbelt Community Church. 

Martone attended Greenbelt 
High School where he met his 
wife. While there, he was a 
member of the "Grizzlies" sports 
teams. After graduation in 1948, 
he attended the University of 
Maryland on an athletic scholar- 
ship. 


‘In Greenbelt he worked for a 


while as a meat cutter at the Co- 
op grocery store. 

He became a District of Co- 
lumbia policeman, stationed at #1 
Precinct and then became a pre- 
cinct detective at #12 Precinct. 
When he left the police depart- 
ment he became a meat cutter at 
Shoppers Food Warehouse from 
which he retired in 1992. 

A Marine Corps veteran, he 
had served with the Ist Marine 
Division in Korea. He was a 
current member of the Greenbelt 
American Legion, Post #136. 

A true athlete and boxer, 
Martone fought both amateur and 
professionally from 1945 to 1964. 
As a D.C» policeman he was 
known as the "Fighting Cop” and 
won top Golden Glove awards. 
In November, 2000, he was in- 
ducted into the Boxing Hall of 
Fame. 

Martone loved country music, 
old time rock n' roll but most of 
all he loved baseball and was an 
avid fan of the New York Yan- 
kees. He loved a good story, to 
tell jokes and to be with family 
and old friends, all of whom 
loved and respected him. 

Although he and his family 
left Greenbelt in 1977, Greenbelt 
always called them back. In

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A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 


Autumn is the harvest season. 
It is also one of the most beauti- 
ful times of the year as the leaves 
turn colors and the days are 
bright and crisp. Enjoy these 
days by getting out and getting 
some garden chores done. 

There were areas of frost for 
the first time in the city last 
week. Expect the first wide- 
spread frost any week. Frost will 
kill tomato, pepper, bean, and 
squash plants as well as summer 
flower garden favorites such as 
zinnia, marigold, and impatiens. 
So harvest what vegetables and 
cut flowers that you can in the 
next weeks. . 

Some of the plants that turn 
the most beautiful colors can be 
seen on display now. Two vines 
turn beautiful colors. Virginia 
creeper (five leaflets to a leaf) 
turns scarlet and poison ivy (three 
leaflets to a leaf) turns bright yel- 
low, orange, or red. Both of 
these vines can be seen on walls, 
sprawled on the ground, or on 
trees. A tree with beautiful au- 
tumn foliage along the trunk and 
main branches and the rest green 
leaves is probably a tree with 
vines growing in it. 

To my mind the most intense 
colors can be seen on the black 
gum. The intense scarlet or vivid 
orange are wonderful to see. 
Some are growing near St. 
Hugh’s church, the library, and 
along Crescent Road near the po- 
lice station. 

The red maple is another very 
attractive tree in the autumn. 
Despite the common name, the 
same tree can turn red, orange, 
yellow, or all three colors. 

Hickory trees turn’ a solid ‘yel- 
low. Sweet gum trees can be a 
variety of colors, but especially 
turn light yellow or purple. 

Garden shrubs and small trees 
can turn beautiful colors. Bear 
this in mind when planting a new 
shrub or tree. Dogwood, redbud, 
and Japanese maple are a few 
that can look very nice this time 
of year.

can be done in the garden during 
the autumn. This is the time of 
year to plant spring flowering 
bulbs. Daffodils, tulips, and cro- 
cuses are currently available in 
local garden stores. Plant now 
for low maintenance flowers that 
bloom every spring. 

Another task in the flower gar- 
den is to divide perennial flower 
plants. Perennial flowers bloom 
every year. Plants such as hosta, 
daylily, phlox, and liriope can be 
dug up and divided into several 
smaller plants. The exception to 
this is do not divide autumn 
bloomers, such as aster, sedum, 
and mums.

outcome. 

The more appropriate city re- 
sponse is to fully understand the 
impacts of the proposed develop- 
ment; evaluate those impacts 
within the context of protecting 
the public interest; communicate 
the results of its evaluations to 
the developers, governmental of- 
ficials and community stakehold- 
ers; and use city resources effec- 
tively to influence the develop- 
ment in all available forums. 

In 1999, I outlined a vision 
for the Metro development as es- 
sentially: A public transit oriented 
development at a scale that pre- 
sents no adverse effects on the 
existing transportation system, the 
surrounding environment and ad- 
jacent residential neighborhoods; 
preservation of the environmen- 
tally sensitive wetlands, flood 
plains, and braided streams in a 
natural state; environmental 
remediation of the industrial 
wasteland created by the A.H. 
Smith industrial operations; and 
appropriate and compatible com- 
mercial retail or office develop- 
ment in the southern tract, adja- 
cent to Greenbelt Road. 

That vision continues to be 
my guidepost in addressing the 
challenges posed by this develop- 
ment. The efforts of the past 
three city councils have resulted 
in significant modifications to 
what was originally proposed by 
the developers. Through the 
Metro Sector planning process, 
county legislation, acquisition of 
up to 136 acres of environmen- 
tally sensitive land by the state, 
and the more recent Concept Plan 
and Preliminary Plan of Subdivi- 
sion processes, the city has 
chipped away at the development 
plans to bring them closer to the 
above noted vision. I would like 
to be a part of your new council 
in order to further our progress. 


Ed Putens 

The general | 
answer is easy: — 
I oppose this 
proposal, the | 
council op- 
poses it, and 
everyone in | 
Greenbelt ! 
should oppose it. 

This is the scariest project in 
Greenbelt history. My opposition 
is not to development around 
Metro, but to this proposal. My 
concerns are the sheer size and 
height of the buildings (up to 20 
stories), inadequate attention: to 
environmental concerns, and 
enormous traffic impacts. 

A citizen committee working 
with the Park and Planning Com- 
mission developed reasonable 
guidelines for a transit-oriented 
development. Metroland LLC, 
then proposed their massive car- 
oriented development. I would be 





happy to see Bloomingdale’s or 
Nordstrom in Greenbelt, and the 
many new jobs for city residents. 
However, let’s balance that 
against the absolute importance 
of protecting our city streets, es- 
pecially Cherrywood Lane and 
Greenbelt Road; protecting the 
Springhill Lake residential com- 
munity; restoring Indian Creek 
after years of environmental dam- 
age; and having a development 
whose height and density is in 
harmony with the rest of the city. 

Moreover, these “upscale” 
stores have yet to be identified. Is 
this a hot opportunity or just hot 
air? If any were interested in lo- 
cating here, shouldn’t we have 
heard from them by now? I fear 
that upscale will be defined to 
mean whatever Metroland says it 
means, and this development may 
be less than we were promised as 
well as more than we can tolerate. 

A majority of the county 
council already voted for this de- 


velopment. That won’t be the last: 


word, because we can appeal in 
court, and have review authority 
over specific plans. The 
governor’s office may help. Un- 
til then, we must look for oppor- 
tunities to get improvements in 
the plan. Once the approval pro- 
cess Starts, we can insist on 
knowing which retailers, hotel 
chains, etc. intend to invest in 
this project. Public opinion will 
be important in that process.

This is still 
true. The council, collaborating 
with neighboring municipalities, 
CCRIC, our Planning and Com- 
munity Development Department, 
and our experts on market analy- 
sis, traffic, and environment, 
spoke out against the original 
Greenbelt Station plan which 
would have been devastating to 
the flood plain and wetlands. Af- 
ter years of city lobbying, the 
State purchased 75.46 acres of 
the existing wetlands. Several 
council members and staff partici- 
pated with Greenbelt citizens in a 
sector planning process which 
produced a far better plan for 
Greenbelt Station. Unfortunately, the 
county council thwarted that process. 
Despite recent decisions by the 
county council and planning 
board, the struggle is far from 
over. Major changes to the origi- 
nal plan have been required of 
the developer. These changes will 
be evaluated to determine which, 
if any, we can support. Appeals 
of these decisions can still be 
made; negotiations with develop- 
ers can continue. Our environ- 
mental expert will review re- 
quired environmental permits; the 
city will express its concerns at 
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Friday, October 26, 2001

tive impact on Metroland plans. 
The state bought 75 acres of en- 
dangered wetlands and the con- 
nector road has been moved to 
reduce its environmental impact. 
However, serious problems still 
remain. The development will 
greatly increase traffic on sur- 
rounding roads. It will increase 
demands on our schools, police, 
fire department, public works, 
recreation and social services. 

The city should support: a hu- 
man scale, transit oriented devel- 
opment with facilities that im- 
prove the quality of life of all 
Greenbelters -- day care centers 
where parents can drop off their 
children as they take Metro to 
work; pedestrian walkways and 
bike paths; a police sub-station; 
well marked bus stops showing 
destinations, routes and schedules;
